BY ALDERMEN 


Stopgap Measures and 
Earnings Tax Rise 
Proposal Are Sent to 
Committees — Pro- 


gram Outlined. 


The stopgap revenue meas- 
ures proposed by Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker and the $63,- 
177,000 appropriation bill for 
the current fiscal year were 
referred to committee today by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Sent to committee for study 
was a proposal calling for an 
election to amend the charter 
to permit an increase in the 


earnings tax to 1 per cent from 
one-half of 1 per cent. 

The Mayor's revenue pro- 
posals received a much more 
favorable reception yesterday 
from the aldermen than the 
recommendations he made last 
year for obtaining additional 
municipal funds. 

Board President A. J, Cer- 
vantes and other aldermanic 
leaders explained to the alder- 
men, in a caucus, that adop- 
tion of an increased earnings 
tax would mean automatic 
termination of Tucker’s four- 
point program calling for in- 
creases in other taxes. 

Mayor’s Proposals. 

The Mayor’s stopgap pro- 
posals provide for the follow- 
ing increases: 7 cents on the 
tax rate for real and personal 
oes one-half-cent a gal- 

on in the gasoline tax, and 
75 cents in the merchants and 
manufacturers tax on each 
$1000 in sales. In addition, an 
$8 annual charge would be 


levied on each household for 


rubbish collection. 

These measures, if enacted, 
would bring in about $4,550,- 
000 additional city r~venue, ap- 
proximately the same amount 
the city would gain this year 
if the earnings tax is increased. 

The aldermen wust — 


tion July 14, and 2 60-day ad- 
vance notice to voters is re- 
quired. 

Amendment of the charter to 
permit increase of the earn- 
ings tax will require approval 
of three-fifths of those voting. 
The Board of Aldermen must 
then approve any increase, 
from the present one-half of 
one per cent up to 1 per cent. 

Must Meet Daily. 

With introduction of the ap- 
propriation bills, the aldermen 
must meet daily except Sun- 
day until a budget is adopted. 
Last year a prolonged dispute 
over revenue proposals caused 
the aldermen to have daily 
meetings until the middle of 
July, when the budget was 
finally adopted. 

While the appropriation bills 
are under consideration, the 
Ways and Means Committee 
will begin calling in city de- 
partment heads, asking them 
to explain items in the budget 
requests. These hearings are 
expected to require a minimum 
of a week. 

In his appearance before the 
board yesterday, Mayor Tuck- 
er reviewed the legislative rec- 
ord made by the aldermen last 
year. He noted some progres- 
sive measures had been passed 
but he also said some bills 
necessary to the general wel- 
fare had not been enacted. 

Calling the proposed appro- 
priations of $63,177,000 a “rock 
bottom” budget, Mayor Tucker 
said anticipated — from

FORMER CONVICT 
KILLED IN AUT 
GRASH IN CHASE 


Collides With 2 Cars 
on S. Broadway — 
Driver of One Seri- 
ously Hurt. 


Paul William Hayes, a for- 
mer convict, was killed early 
today when his automobile col- 
lided with two other machines 
as he was outdistancing a po- 
lice car in an 80-mile-an-hour 
chase. The accident occurred in 
the 4100 block of South Broad- 
way. 

One of tHe other motorists, 
Milan I. Barich, 22 years old, 
of 9050 Natural Bridge road, 
St. Louis county, suffered a 
serious head injury and a com- 
pound fracture of the right leg. 
He was pinned behind the 
steering wheel and oe to be 
extricated by polic 

The chase —— shortly be- 
fore 1 a.m. at Broadway and 
. avenue, about two miles 
from the scene ot the aceident. 

Patrolman Richard Hum- 
mert, driving a one-man patrol 
car, said he saw Hayes’s ma- 
chine going north on Broad- 
way at highspeed. Only his 
parking lights were turned on. 
Hayes swung left into Geyer 
and continued west. 

Hummert, who had been go- 
ing east, quickly reversed his 
course and gave chase. He 
sounded his siren and turned 
on flashing red lights. Hayes 
picked up speed, he said, and 
began driving a zig-zag course, 
turning corners with squealing 
tires and opening up with 
bursts of speed. 

Runs Red Lights. 

Unable to throw off his pur- 
suer with evasive tactics, Hayes 
began to drive a straight, fast 
course south on Seventh street. 
Hummert said he was going 70 
miles an hour, but that Hayes 
was getting away from him 
easily. The ex-convict drove 
from Seventh into Broadway, 
through red lights and stop 
signs. 

Hummert said he was in the 
3900 block of South Broadway 
when he heard the crash, in 
the 4100 block, just beyond 
Gasconade street. Hayes had 
lost control of his machine, 
crossed the center line and col- 
lided with Barich, who was 
driving north on Broadway. 

Hayes's car bounced off 
Barich's machine and skidded 
into another car driven by 
Donald Reynolds, 25, an ad- 
vertising agent, of 7607 Teas- 
dale avenue, University City. 
Reynolds and a passenger were 
not injured.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP) 
— For the time being, the 
United States has postponed 
three important space shots— 
two aimed at Venus and an 
earth satellite to swing as high 
as 30,000 miles. 

Engineering difficulties in 
both the payload and boost ve- 
hicle system were blamed by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration yester- 
day for the delay. 

The probes at cloud- uded 
Venus had been set fer June. 
Now they will have to wait at 
least 18 months, because the 
planet swings away from earth 
and will not be in a good po- 
3 again until mid-January 

One of the Venus probes 
Was intended to go near the 
planet and on past it. The 
other was to be an attempt to 
put an earthling moon in orbit 
around the sister planet. Venus 
has no natural moons of its 
own 

The high satellite experiment 
was to try to put a moonlet 
into a very long, flat orbit. At 
its high point it would have 
been 30,000 miles away from

These would 
collect information about cos- 
mic rays and other things “on 
journeys millions of miles into 
space, in the general direction 
of Venus,” NASA said. 


There have been published 
reports that the Russians may 
try a shot at Venus this sum- 
mer. 


The planet long has intrigued 
mankind's imagination. It is 
one of the most brilliant of 
heavenly bodies and in certain 
phases is called the morning or 
evening star. 

Venus, second planet from 
the sun, is just a trifle smaller 
than the earth. It has a cov- 
ering of clouds so thick that 
astronomers cannot tell how 
rapidly the planet revolves 
and, therefore, how long its 
day is.

It is 
never pleasant to get involved 
in a controversy such as this, 
but when I consider it my duty 
to do so, I shall never flinch 
from it.” 

Nixon Expresses Regret. 

Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon called Mrs. Luce’s res- 
ignation “a great loss to the 
United States and to the cause 
of Latin American friendship 
and progress.“

Commission Orders 
Three Firms to Halt 
Distribution of Such 
Items. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP) 
— Three watchmaking compa- 
nies have been ordered by the 
Atomic Energy Commission to 
halt distribution of any lumi- 
nous dials containing stronti- 
um-90. 

Strontium-90, deadly element 
of radioactive fallout, can cause 


bone cancer if taken into the 
human system in sufficient 
quantities. 


The AEC orders, issued last 
night, said two of the compa- 
nies — General Time Corp., 
Westclox Division, La Salle, III., 
and Elgin National Watch Co., 
Elgin, Ill.—have imported many 
such dials, have distributed 
many to the public and still 
possess some, 

The other company, Bulova 
Watch Co., Flushing, N.Y., was 
cited for a single watch with 
a strontium-90 dial. It was 
trademarked Westfield, trans- 
ferred to a Louisburg (N. C.) 
jeweler and sold to someone in 
1955, the AEC said. 

Normally Not Dangerous. 

An AEC spokesman said a 
watch with a dial containing 
strontium-90 would not nor- 
mally be more hazardous than 
the more common ones that 
have radium compounds to pro- 
vide luminosity. 

But, he said, in some circum- 
stances they might be more 
dangerous—if the wearer kept 
it on as he slept and slept with 
his arm over his face near his 
eyes, for instance. 

The AEC said its statement 
was issued because its regula- 
tions require that stronium-90 
be imported and used only un- 
der license. It added that all 
three companies “have been 
helpful to the commission in 
this matter.”

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WRY URGES NEW 
COUNTY’ POLE 
HEADQUARTERS 
NEAR LINDBERG 


Present Facilities Inad- 
equate, Panel Says in 
Final Report—More 
Policemen Recom- 
mended. 


A new St. Louis county po- 
lice headquarters should be 
built at a central location west 
of Lindbergh boulevard, the 
county grand jury urged today. 

The January term jury, in 
its final report to Circuit 
Judge Fred E. Mueller, assert- 
ed the present headquarters in 
Clayton is not only poorly lo- 
cated but wholly inadequate 
in size and facilities. 

Since Lindbergh is the 


county’s only through north- 

south artery, and since most of 

the area east of it is served 
by municipal police depart- 
ments, the county agency 
should be headquartered near- 
er the center of the area it 
serves, the jury said. 

More Men Needed. 

Devoting a large part of its 
12-page report to police prob- 
lems, the jury declared that 
structural inadequacy was only 
one of several handicaps to 
maximum efficiency. An in- 
crease in manpower, from the 
department’s present force of 
136 officers, also is needed, 
the jurors said. 

“The county, has the nu- 
cleus of a fine police depart- 
ment, but action is necessary 
to provide it with the juarters, 
equipment and incentives it 
must have to serve the county 
properly in the future,” the 
report said. 

Other changes and improve- 
ments urged, some of them 
recommended repeatedly by 
previous grand juries, included 
the following: 

Increased salaries. 

Pension plan. 

An insurance program, in- 
cluding hospital and medical 
benefits. 

Central arrest card index 
files, available to municipal 
departments. 

Centralized communica- 
tions, including central radio 
dispatching for all police in 
the county. 

Modern dispatch board to 
show location of police cars 
at all times. 

Increase in number of 
cars, from the present 88. 

Separate interrogation 
room for prisoners. 

Fireproof lockers for evi- 
dence. 

An adequate police labora- 


tory. 
Additional 


gas masks, 
walkie-talkie radio, inhala- 
tors, portable lights and 


other equipment. 
Present Conditions. 

Describing conditions in the 
present headquarters at 
North Meramec avenue, the 
report said the department's 
security division, handling vice, 
intelligence and juvenile mat- 
ters, occupies a room 8 by 10 
feet. It accommodates nine of- 
ficers and serves also as an in- 
terrogation room. 

In addition to serving the 
county’s unincorporated area, 
the department patrols eight 
municipalities with whichit has 
contracts, serves 30 others 
which have no police and an 
additional 21 which have only 
part-time officers, the jury 
said. 

Members of the jury ex- 
pressed some concern over 
what they called a growing 
trend in sale and use of nar- 
cotics. The problem is not yet 
formidable, the report said, 
but attention should be paid to 
it because of an “influx into 
the county of an economically 
lower class of people as well 
as more congested housing 
areas, commercial areas and 
schools.“ 

To combat the problem the 
jury repeated a recommenda- 
tion for more police manpower 
to permit assignment of two 
additional officer for anti-nar- 
cotics work and increased co- 
operation with municipalities. 

Praise for Jail. 

Reporting on the county jail, 
the jury said it was “favorably 
impressed” with conditions 
there and praised Sheriff Ori- 
on J. Litzinger “for handling 
the jail in a very capable and 
efficient manner considering 
the limitations on funds and 
employes.” 

Previous grand jury recom- 
mendations for replacement of 
the hazardous old part of the 
courthouse were repeated by 
this jury, which pointed out 
also that a new building would 
provide space for offices for 
which the county now pays 
more than $100,000 annual rent 
in outside quarters. 

Operations of the county 
hospital and the health depart- 
ment were found to be highly 
efficient by the jurors. They 
reported a major difficulty of 
the children's welfare center 
was in obtaining adequate psy- 
chiatric case study and guid- 
ance, because of a shortage of 
staff at the center.

Roy D. Ellis of Brentwood, 
who were killed last Sept. 22 
on the Daniel Boone Express- 
way near the Lindbergh boule- 
vard overpass. Cox's car col- 
lided with the rear of the 
Ellis automobile after partici- 
pating in a drag race with a 
third machine. 

The trial was held before 
a jury of eight men and four 
women in the court of Circuit 
— Franklin Ferris in Clay- 

n. 

In his final argument, As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Edward P. McSweeney asked 
for the maximum punishment of 
10 years’ imprisonment on the 
manslaughter charge. 

McSweeney told the jury: “If 
the deaths of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ellis at the hands of a drag- 
racer cannot be considered 
manslaughter, what are you 
going to consider it?” 
Yesterday, Cox testified that 
he was drag-racing shortly be- 
fore the accident, but that the 
race had ended and he had 
reduced the speed of his car 
before the collision. 

As the only witness in his 
defense, Cox testified that he 
had participated in the drag 
race with another automobile 
Robert W. Dand- 
ridge of 125 Thornton avenue, 
Webster Groves, to see how 
fast we could take off.”

Medical Gains Result in Need 
For More Care, Doctor Says 


More People Living to Advanced Ages at 
Which Chronic Illnesses Become 
Likely. 


A longer-living population, 
accompanied by sharp reduc- 
tion of communicable disease, 
has produced a “paradoxical 
state where the more illness 
we prevent, the more medical 
care we need,” a Cornell Uni- 
versity public health expert 
said here yesterday. 

The spéaker, Dr. Milton I. 

Roemer, research director at 
the university’s Sloan Institute 
of Hospital Administration, 
said the present situation has 
resulted “simply because peo- 
ple are living on to the age 
where chronic illness almost 
inevitably occurs.” 
Dr. Roemer spoke on “The 
Hospital Pattern— Today and 
Tomorrow” at the annual 
meeting of the healih and hos- 
pital division, Health and Wel- 
fare Council of Metropolitan 
St. Louis at the Downtown 
Y.M.C.A, 


Factors Affecting Services. 
Dr. Roemer listed four fac- 
tors affecting the probable fu- 
ture of health services in the 
United States: changes in the 
population and its ailments, im- 
provements in medical tech- 
niques, extended social financ- 
ing of health services and ur- 
banization and general cultural 
developments. 
Discussing the rising number 
of older persons, the speaker 
said: 
“The demands made by the 
great burden of chronic illness 
on the health world are mani- 
fest everywhere: long-stay cases 
in the general hospitals, an 
enormous growth of nursing 
homes and homes for the aged 
and a host of community med- 
ical care problems.” 
He foresaw continued devel- 
opment of home-care programs 
for the aged, sponsored by hos- 
pitals and other social service 
agencies, but said many chron- 
ically ill patients will still re- 
quire institutional care.” 
Hospitals Must Change. 
“The general hospital of the 
future will simply be unable 
to regard itself as a place for 
the acutely ill, where the long- 
term patient is an unwelcome 
guest,” Dr. Roemer continued. 
“Every hospital will have to be 


geared to the chronic patient, 
with modest prospects for im- 
provement, as much as to the 
acute case with prospects for 
complete recovery.” ) 

Touching on another aspect, 
the speaker said the current 
mushrooming of small isolated 
nursing homes, of indifferent 
quality, will be viewed by fu- 
ture historians as a crude tran- 
sitional stage in society’s ad- 
justment to its problem of 
aging and chronic illness.” 

He predicted gradual im- 
provement of nursing home 
standards, “under the goad of 
state licensure laws,” and a 
much closer relationship of the 
homes to hospitals. 

Other Influences. 

Also influencing hospital de- 
velopment are an increased 
emphasis on treatment of men- 
tal diseases and a lessening of 
the number of special hospi- 
tals for tuberculosis and other 
infectious diseases, he said. 

“Thus we see emerging the 
outlines of a truly general gen- 
eral-hospital, with a home-care 
program and a strong out- 
patient service, with wings or 
divisions for various durations 
and intensities of patient care, 
for mental illness, tuberculosis 
and general rehabilitation,” 
Dr. Roemer said. 

The recent tremendous ad- 
vances in medical science, with 
a accompanying specialization, 
has created concern over the 
need for “co-ordination of the 
multitudinous skills, so that 
the patient isn’t lost in the 
shuffle,“ he went on. 

These technical develop- 
ments “demand a high order 
of organization and group 
judgment, and to achieve this, 
the physician can no longer 
play the role of the independ- 
ent high priest of healing, 
whose decisions and acts can- 
not be questioned,” he said. 

On the trend toward social 
financing of health service, 
through such agencies as gov- 
ernment, insurance, industry, 
labor and philanthropy, Dr. 
Roemer estimated that 50 per 
cent of the nation’s annual in- 
vestment in health now is de- 
rived from these sources.

End of a Good Investigation 

Chairman John L. McClellan says his Sen- 
ate rackets committee: should end its work 
this summer. The Arkansas Senator is set- 
ting a'refreshing example for congressional 
investigators, who have not always been 
willing to admit that their work was done, 
especially when they remained in the benefi- 
cent shine of klieg lights. 

The rackets committee (officially, the 
Select Committee to Investigate Improper 
Activities in Labor-Management Relations) 
was formed in 1957 and worked diligently. 
Its exposures of hoodlumism, extortion, col- 
lusion and plain robbery involving a rela- 
tively few unions and employers shocked the 
nation and merited headlines. 

But the primary purpose of a congressional 
inquiry is to inspire legislation, and the Mc- 
Clellan committee did that in the labor bill 
just passed by the Senate. Senator McClellan 
does not consider the bill complete or perfect, 
but he says: 

If we don’t get a good law on the basis 
ot the record we have compiled now, Con- 
vo legislate if we doubled the 

record. * 


Congress’s primary task now is to profit 
by the long investigation and to produce a 
sound labor reform law. The rackets com- 
mittee did a good job, Senator McClellan 
knows it, and also knows when to ring down 
the curtain. 


An Old Ban Lifted 

Many notable things have taken place in 
the six months that John XXIII has been Pope 
of the Roman Catholic church. He has left 
the Vatican frequently. He has visited the 
imprisoned and the poor. He has revived 
almost forgotten customs. He has been pon- 
tiff, to be sure, but he has also been a very 
human person among men. From,the lay- 
man’s view an announcement which has just 
come from Rome is in some ways the most 
remarkable occurrence so far in affable, 
friendly Pope John’s reign. 


This is the news that Victor Hugo’s famous 


novel, “Les Miserables,” has been taken off 
the Index Librorum Prohibitorum— the list of 
books which, on doctrinal or moral grounds, 
the Roman Catholic church forbids its mem- 
bers to read or possess. ‘The Associated Press 
reports that the celebrated novel, which ap- 
peared in 1862, will be published in full with 
“ecclesiastical authorization” within a few 
days by the San Paolo publishing house in 
Rome. Footnotes will explain the Catholic 
position on passages which kept this French 
work on the Index for nearly 100 years. 

No reason was given for lifting the ban on 
the heroic story of Jean Valjean. But since 
the removal is said to be the first instance of 
its kind for a prohibited book, speculation is 
inevitable. For decades Les Miserables” has 
been one of the best known novels in world 
literature. And Hugo, whatever his differ- 
ences with the Church of Rome, believed in 
the goodness of man, in the instinct of chil- 
dren to do right and in the rule of justice 
when mankind is not corrupted by society. 
He makes his generous and humanitarian 
hero, the rehabilitated ex-convict, Valjean, 
undergo persecutions with forbearance. 

The freeing of the Hugo masterpiece from 
ecclesiastical prohibition could well reflect 
Pope John’s attachment for the French people 
and his popularity among many of them. As 
Angelo Roncalli, he was papal nuncio to 
France before he was raised to the cardina- 
late. And he was known to be a favorite of 
the French Cardinals to succeed the late Pius 
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This caused a real flutter in the Pentagon.

Small Dairyman Declining as Concentrated Cow Lots Begin to Rise

production in the dairy business. 

“Cows are individuals—you can’t 
jam them up and expect any kind of 

production,” they 
are apt to say.

see no serious competition to the 
dairy farming system as we know 
it can clinch their argument by point- 
ing to the disease troubles experi- 
enced by some milking operations. 

While all of these points are true, 
it doesn’t necessarily follow that 
some form of mass-milking system 
won't become more widespread in 
the near future. 

What about the frying chicken 
business? 

Have you been following the way 
the laying flock business is building 
up around the population centers in 
the East, South and West? .. huge 
flocks of hens, mechanized feeding, 
egg-gathering and cleaning, just a 
few pennies per dozen margin. 

Who will predict how many hogs 
the average heg grower will market 
in 1965? 

Are dairy cows different? Of 
course they are, but how much dif- 
ferent is a question which dairymen 
need to ask themselves. Mass-pro- 
duction has become an established 
system throughout industry. It is 
difficult to refute the evidence in- 
dicating that this technique—which 
stresses uniformity and may often 
ignore quality for quantity—may es- 
tablish itself in agriculture.

EDITOR CRITICAL 
OF JUVENILE CODE 


The two-year-old Missouri 
juvenile code is proving to be 
a handicap to school discipline, 
John W. Colt, managing editor 
of the Kansas City Star, said 
here last night. 


The code imposes a secrecy 
in the handling of cases of 
juvenile delinquents that has 
interrupted a system of report- 
ing between police and school 
authorities, Colt said. He spoke 
at the Statler Hilton Hotel at 
a banquet to honor the Uni- 
versity of Missouri School of 
Journalism on its fiftieth anni- 
versary year. 

In Kansas City, Colt said, 
police formerly sent to the 
Board of Education a daily re- 
port on each child attending 
public school who was appre- 
hended and sent to the juvenile 
court. 

“This information became a 
part of the discipline record of 
that youth for action or future 
reference,” Colt said: “The 


case was followed through to 
a conclusion. School authori- 
ties were informed of the char- 
acter and proclivities of their 
charges so that appropriate 
methods could be used. 

“With the coming of the 
code, this information no 
longer was sent to school au- 
thorities.“ 

Later, Colt noted, an inform- 
al exchange of information was 
worked out which “in effect 
circumvents the secrecy provi- 
sions of the code” but -still 
leaves the news media out of 
the picture. 

Colt called on educators to 
join with editors in the effort 
to make known facts which will 
lead to corrective action“ in 
the field of juvenile discipline. 
He said news media “must have 
ready and continual sources 
from the schools” and that it 
is up to the schools, them- 
selves, to set up efficient 
means for getting news out. 
Former President Harry S. 
Truman addressed the banquet 
by means of an amplified tele- 
phone talk from ashington. 
He praised the Missouri School 
of Journalism as being “out in 
front of all other such schools.” 

The banquet brought to- 
gether detegates of the Educa- 
tion. Writers Association, Na- 
tional Edutation Associa dan, 
National School Public Rela- 
tions Association and presi- 
dents of state associations of 
school administrators. The first 
three groups sponsored an all- 
day workshop yesterday de- 
voted to ways in which educa- 
tors can help the press cover 
the schools.
